This deadline has long 
past and at Monday's 
meeting mayor Doug 
Martin said "wouldn't 
blame them" if the 
Molinaro Group decided 
to take legal action against 
the municipality, when it 
became apparent that 
council was on its way to 
keeping the project idle for 
another week. 


Vince Molinaro, presi¬ 
dent of the Hamilton and 
Burlington-based devel¬ 
oper, said he and his col¬ 
leagues will ride it our for 
another week, even though 
he feels concerns brought 
forward by the project's 
critics have been 
addressed. 

"This is probably the 
most thorough site plan 
we've ever undertaken," 
said Molinaro. 

The 30-day deadline has 
long past, therefore he says 
waiting another week isn't 
too much of a problem. 

"At the end of the day, a 
week doesn't hurt us," he 

Site plan approvals were 
put on hold at Monday's 
council-in-committee 
meeting, after a tabling 
motion from Ward 5 Coun. 
Don Lubberts. 

He wants clarification 


on the Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority's 
stance on the location of 
public washrooms at the 
site, along with a better 
understanding of whether 
or not the Ontario 
Municipal Board (OMB) 
took into account a request 
from nearby property own¬ 
ers about arcade columns 
and the style of balconies 
that will face the neigh¬ 
bouring residence. 

"We're working at get¬ 
ting those questions 
answered and hopefully 
council will be satisfied 
with the response they 
get," said Molinaro. 

He wasn't surprised that 
the meeting included a 
lengthy dialogue, some¬ 
thing that usually takes 
place whenever the condo 
project is on an agenda. 

"It's a controversial proj¬ 
ect. There was a lot of 



debate and we expected 
that." 

At the moment, Molinaro 
said litigation against the 
Town of Fort Erie for how 
long it has taken for site 
plan approvals is not nec¬ 
essary and would likely 
only cause more frustra¬ 
tion surrounding the proj- 

"We prefer to work close¬ 
ly with the ratepayers, staff 
and council," he said. 

"I don't see what posi¬ 
tive outcome would come 
out of that," he added. 

If council elects to not 
move ahead with approv¬ 
ing the plans on Monday, 
possible next steps would 
be going to the OMB or 
serving legal papers to the 
municipality... but the they 
will cross that bridge when 
they get to it. 

"If something funny does 
happen on Monday, we'll 
definitely look at our 
options," he said.

Canadian Niagara Power Inc. (“CNPI") has applied to the Ontario Energy Board (the “Board”) for 
permission to change its delivery charges beginning May 1,2012. CNPI operates in three service 
areas: Port Colborne, Fort Erie and Gananoque (Eastern Ontario Power). 

This application pertains to the Fort Erie and Gananoque service areas. The application was filed 
on November 10,2011 under section 78 of the Ontario Energy Board Act, 1998 , S.0.1998, c.15 
(Schedule B), under the Board’s guidelines for 3rd Generation Incentive Regulation Mechanism which 
provides for a mechanistic and formulaic adjustment to distribution rates between cost of service 
applications. 

Delivery charges are one of four regular items on Residential and General Service customers’ electric 
bills and vary depending on the amount of electricity consumed. If the application is fully approved, 
the monthly bill for a Residential customer who consumes 800 kWh per month would decrease by 
about $4.34 in the Fort Erie service area and increase about $0.54 for customers in the Gananoque 
service area. The monthly bill for a General Service customer consuming 2,000 kWh per month and 
having a monthly demand of less than 50 kW would decrease by about $7.33 in the Fort Erie service 
area and increase about $5.88 for customers in the Gananoque service area. The proposed changes 
to the Delivery charges are separate from other potential changes to the electricity bills.
